LIGHTING THE CAKNYARD 

There is scarcely a fanner who has 
in.<;talled electricity on his farm but 
has discovered after installincr it an 
unexpected use for it or a service 
which it does him that he has not 
counted on at all. Electricity ha.=; lonp: 
been kacwn in the city as the univer- 
sal servant ancl has become so com- 
mon that people scarcely realize the 
number of things that electricity i.*? 
dDitfj? fbv tit^ai mHy^hmi- he r- 

When the averapre fanner decides 
to put in electricity on his farm he 
knows that he will' get light arid 
power for his house and bams, but 
the i*eal meaning of these" things does 
not impress itself upon him until he 
actually prets it. There i;^, for in- 
stance, the matter of a yard light. In 
the city outside limits axe seldonn 
used unle.ss it is on a porch, but in the 
country an entirely different situation 
arises, and it has heeni fbond tbat one 
of the most valuable services that 
electricity renders to the fanner lies 
in furnishing a' bright aiid eomwe n ieftt 
litrht at some point in the bam >'ard. 
Ose fanner in Ohio has three such 
lights. One, immediately over his ga- 
rage, HkIils up not only the front of 
the garage, but the yard and drive- 
way at the side of the house. Hfs 
other two outside lights are at the 
bam, one on each side so that it is 
possible for him to have light at the 
turn of tho -v.itli practically whereVer 
he wants it out of doors. He says 
that when h«s^rst put the electricity 
in he figured that the salesman was 
elling him something he didn't wait 
in the thi-ee otftsiiie brackets* which 
were installed, bnt he now says there 
are no three lamps on the place which 
give him as much service Bttd satlff- 
fadtion.

The greatest personal victory yet 
won in this I>einocratic convent ion was 
scored by a young Filipino by tiie name 
of Jose P. Melencio. He has charge of 
the Philippine Pablidty Bureau at 
Washington. 

He Is only twenty-six years old and 
received his education in the public 
schools of the Philippines — under 
American teachers, as he proudly 
hoasted->ahi$L at Georgetown, D. C. 
lie Is a reii^rkably promising young 
man. 

Speaking ti^Ith grace, using the best 
language and without a trace of em- 
barrassment, he presented the claim 
of the Filipinos to independence. The 
aadiehce wtrs astonished at the 
strength of his argument, the skill 
with which he. marshaled his facts and 
the high tone of his speech.
